in England of going to Rome, He that 
goes to Rome once, ſeeth a wicked man 3 
he that goes twice, learneth to know 
him; but he that goes z4rice thither, 
brings him home with him ſo he that 
frequenteth wicked company, the. firſt 
timze that he comes amongſt them, he 
ſees their courſesz the ſecond time he 
learns them; and the third tizmze he com- 
monly brirgs them home with him. Com- 
pany is good, if it be good company, 
he that keeps company with lewd and 
znfamous perſons , ſhall be thought a 
Bird of the ſame Feather. It was Sere- 
ca's obſervation upon Canoprs a Town 
in Zeypt fo branded in old time for ya- 
riety of all kinds of beaſil;neſs and luxu- 


ry, that he who avoided the vitionſneſs 


and debarchery of it could not eſcape

friends left them; the Barks of ſuch vain 
Fools, like that of the Cimamon- Tree, 
are more worth than their Trancks :

LI. Next, in reference to the Belly, 
which 1s the ſecond B, take heed thou 
be not like the Epicures and Belly-Gods, 
Velvet-mouth'd and ſweet-tooth'd, who 


- are not content with the choiceſt Yiands, 


unleſs their very ſauce be ſaxuced toos 
and think they ſhall be ſtarved, unleſs 
the third courſe be brought to Table, 
and the  Sweet-mreats after that : how 
| many 
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many by ſuch /zxuries have drawn at 
length their goods through their guts. 
Such men like Cleopatra (who drinking 
a health to her Antony, ſwallowed a 
Pearl diſſolved in Vinegar worth »14ny 
millions ) geulch down their Eſtates by 
gulps, till in the end they come to be 
glad of a dry Cruſt; and in concluſion, 
by keeping too great a Houſe, they 
keep no Houſe to cover their heads; 
and their fat Revenues like their roſt- 
2zeat drips all away : the Purſes of ſuch 
Prodizals may be ſaid to be poor by their 
great goings out, while their Bellzes may 
be ſaid to be rich by their great com- 
zN0s T1. | 

_ LIE. Laſtly, in reference to Building, 
which is the third B, take heed thou in- 
.gage not too far 1n it, for this will pick 
a mans Purſe, as it did the fooliſh Buil- 
ders in the Goſpel, who began to build 
but could not make an end; and /eave 
their houſes deſolate, as the flothful mans 
Vineyard, deſcribed thus by Solomon, 
Lo it was all grown over with thorns, and 
Nettles had covered the fyce thereof, and 
the ſtone walls thereof were broken down. 
Or if they be reſident on their houſes, 
it 
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it neceſſitates them to keep a Table, 
which will ſtarve twenty tall men, be- 
ſides many a Mouſe : the Houſe being the 
bieger for the ſmallneſ; of the Kitchin. 
They can keep but ſew fires in many 
Chimnies, the ſmoak comes all out of 
one hole only : and though a man may 
ſee them a far off, yet he cannot ſell 
them zigh at hand; Bread and Beef are 
turned into ſtones the ſtately roof, the 
coſily pavement, and the curious work- 
manſhip, hath pined away boſpitality,

dred. Nor will ſhe bereave thee .of 
thy goods only, but of thy good Name 
alſo 3 a bad report is ever the IWhore- 
maſters portion, and even whilſt he lives 
he may be Adminiſirator to his own 
good Name, for that dyes before him, and 
ſtinks above ground; yea his reproach 
is ſuch, as ſhall not only oxt-live Him-

Since therefore the exerciſe of Yere- 
79 is the high way to Beggary, to the 
lofing of thy Credit and Reputation, to 
he ſhortning of thy life here , and the 
eternal loſs of it hereafter, avoid it care- 
fully, It is very itrue what Ariſtotle ob- 
ſerves » &meg© Tis &nSvpia; gvoy, that the 
concupiſcence of the fleſh is leſi boundleſ7 
than the azruly Sea: one Woman 1s e- 
nough for a mans Love, two too much 
for his Eſtate, three too few for his Luſt. 
To avoid therefore the Temptations of 
the Fleſh, I counſel thee not to frequent 
the Company of handſom , but immodeſt 
Women 3 Platonick Love is but a meer 
Chimera : if a man fit down and ſay 
Grace to it, he will ſoon fall to the Fleſh

Money. Theretore aſlure thy (eIf, that 
the belt Caſt at Dice 1s to caſt them quite 
away : 'For he that Jays his Eſtate upon 
the Eyes of the Dice, will leave a ſaral!

LV. Beware of Flatterers, thoſe that

men report it. Neither Ict it be Muſick 

in thine Ears to hear Flatterers commend 
thee, but open thy zouth and reprove 

theſe kind of perſons 3 for ſome of them 

level at their ow# profit, their Art 1s no- 

thing but delightful Coſenage ; the Fox 1n 
the Fable commended the Crow for his 

ſweet Notes, to ſee if he could make him 
open his mouth, and let fall his Provart. 

Theſe men will ſpend their Tozgnes to 

maintain their Teeth, they are Moths, . 
which will eat out a liberal! mans Coat, - 
Vines, which will clivg to the ſZalks, not 

for any true love to therz, but for their 

own ſuftenrtation and ſupport 5, they fol- 

low not thee, but thy Fortunes, and will 
not leave thee till they wear thee Thred- 
bare : Therefore Antiſthenes was wont 
to lay, It were better for a man to fall a- 
mong Ravens than among Flatterers; for 
Ravens will eat none but the dead, but 

theſe will devour a man while he-is alive. 
Again , ſome of them intend miſchief, 
they flatter thee, that they may circum- 
vert thee, and the more eaſily effe& their 

malicious projeFs 3 they are like the 
| Fa Bees 
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Bees fling, which pricketh deepeſt when it 


is fulleſt of Honey. Mark how the Zut- 
cher claweth the Ox, when he means to 
knock him on the head, how the Baſilisk 
poyſons thoſe on whom he ſeems to caſt 
an eye of regard, how the Crocodile 1n- 
tends to deflroy thoſe over whom ſhe 
weeps and connterſeits compaſſzon , and 
how the $yrens ſing when they intend 
the Mariners ſhipwrack : and by theſe 
Tnſflances, guardggby ſelf from all ſuch 
as claw and flatter others 3 their words 
being as ſoft as ol, but are indeed very 
Swords, Theſe are thoſe mmiry Dogs 
that make a man dirty by their ſawnirg 
' Upon him. This foul Hypocrifie , Court 
Holy Water, diſhozeſt Civility, and baſe 
Merchandiſe of Praiſes and Commenda- 
tions 1s nothing elſe but gilded Treafon, 
carrylng thee up, as the Devil did our 
Savior, to the top of a Pinnacle only to 
throw thee down headlong to break thy 
Neck. lt was an excellent Anſwer (and 
it we duly conſider the weiehtineſs of it,

He 
that taught us tobe as zrnocert as Dover, 
taught us alſo to be as wiſe as Serpents. 
The charges and chances of a mans life, 
are as Caſts at Dice, good and bad; a 
good one may be marred with overſiebt, 
and a bad one may be mended by good 
play. Fortune 1s like the Market, where 
many times, if you can ftay a little, the 
price will fall: And again it is like 85- 
billa's Offer, which at firſt offereth the 
Commodity at fall, then conſumeth part 
and part, and {till holdeth up the price- 
For Occefior tarneth a bald Noddle, after 
ſhe: hath preſented her Locks in Front, 
and no hold taken : or at leaſt turneth 
the Handle of the Bottle, firſt to be re- 
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ceived, and after the Belly which is hard' 
to. claſp. There is certainly no greater 
wiſdom than to time, and conſider the 
beginnings and. onſets of things. Dangers 
are no more lght, if they once ſeem ſo 5 
and more dangers. have deceived men, 
than forced them. Nay it were. better 
to meet ſome dangers half way, though 
they - come nothing near , than to keep 
too long a Watch upon their Approaches : 
For if a man watch too long, it is ter to 
one but he will fall 2ſeep. On the other 
ſide, to be deceived with too Jong ſha- 
dows (as ſome have. been, when the door 
was low , and ſhone on their Enemies 
back) and ſo to. ſhoot off before \the 
time 3 or to teach dangers to come on, 
by over early buckling towards them, is 
another Extreme, The ripeneſs or un- 
ripeneſs of the occaſion (as we laid) mult 
'ever be well weighed 3 and generally 
it is good to commit the beginnings of 
all greet ACtions to Areas with his þun- 
dred Eyes; and the ends to Briarexs with 
his hundred Hands : firſt to watch, and 
' then to ſpeed. For the Helmet of Pluto, 
which maketh the Politick man go invi- 
| ble 1s, ſecrecy in the Counſel, andcelerity 
l | i 
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in the Execution. For when things are 
once come to the Execution, there is no 
Secrecy comparable to Celerity. Yet mea- 
ſure not Diſpatch by the Time, but by 
the Advancement of the. Buſineſs. For 
as in Races, it is not the large ſiride or 
high lift that makes the Speed - So 1n Bu- 
[meſs , the keeping cloſe to the matter, 
and not #akzing of it too much at once, 
procareth diſpatch : And many #izes, and 
in many things it. is better to make more 
»/e of the Ballaft than of the $ail : And 
as we ſay in the Schools, that it is cafier 
to oppoſe than anſwer.z ſo 'tis eaſier to 
prevent dangers than tofarry for them, 
and better to have a good Buckler, to 
keep off the blow, than a good Plaiſter 
to. heal the wovgd. But be ſure thou 
doſt not, Iike Xachzavel, in all thy P:17- 
ticks leave out the Grace of God, or ike 
Principles of Honeſtly and Juſtice. In all: 
thy Adzons be wiſe rather than craf}y,,. 
and piece the'Fox kin with that of the 
Lamb. For as our Saviour doth adviſe 
us to be'as wiſe. as Serpents , ſo doth he 
alſo adviſe us to be as 720cert as Doves. 
Imitate thoſe s4z/fal and honeſt Phy ict. 
ans , who mix all their Deleterions Pre- 
| K 2 ſcriptions 
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ſcriptions with due Correctives.Climb to 
Preferment rather by thy Yertues and Me- 
7its than by thy Politicks, if thou would(ſt 
avoid the cenſure and fatal end of Boni- 
Face the Eighth, of whom it was ſaid, 
that he entred into the Popedoxz like a 
Fox, lived like a Lyon, and dyed like a 
Dog. And as I would have all thine 
AGions and Deſigns mixt with Honeſty 
and Simplicity , fo I would thoſe Conn- 
ſels, which thou z-zparts to others, to be 
no way pernicious , either to the Life, 
Eſiate, or Honour of any man. Wicked 
Counſellors are but the Devils Agents, 
and they that hearken to them, and take 
up their #»godly Propoſtions, are like 
thoſe Sponges that ſuck up Aqua Fortis, 
which will afterwards conſume and con- 
found them.

inſtances may be made appear, almoſt 
in all Hiſtories.

There are as 
well generous delights as ingenious ſtu- 
dies, and the one mult lend ſome ſweet- 
eſi tothe other; divers while they have 
been ſo preciſe, that they thought they 
might not delight in any ſport, at laſt 
come to be ſo creſt-fallex, as that they 
take zo delight in any thing : Nature 
made them ſociable becauſe ſhe made 
them »-er, but they have ſallealy (tray- 
ed from the Drove, and abandoning all 
Mirth and Jollity, carry always cloudy 
forcheads, which 1s no way commenda- 
| Ble, no not in an Horſe : Doubtleſs God 
foves a chearful man, as well as a chear- 
ful Giver : and ſuch aſſuredly deceive 
themſelves, who think that they ſhall 
never look, like bleſſed Angels in Hea- 
ven, Who look not like tormented Divels 
here on Earth; or that they ſhall never 
(ing there, unleſs after a moſt diſconſo- 
Lite and diſcontented manner, they whine 
and Pale here, and ſpeak as ſaall as an 
Hair: Religion conſiſts not in drawling 
' Tones, or making of Faces, for a-man 
C1 may 


may perform his duty more acceptably 
to God, without, than with diſ*fquring 
his countenance; otherwiſe our S42iozn 
himſelf would not have.ſaid be #0t of 4 
ſad (or as another Tranſlation reads the 
word oxuf) gods ) be not of 4 Jower countes 
nance: do thou therefore uſe lamfil re- 
creations, and keep up an horeſt merry 
heart. | 
XCI. But above all Recreations I re- 
commend unto thee theſe two, goad 
Horſemanſhip and kill at thy Weaponz 
the oze highly becomes a Geztlemay, and 
will make him ſerviceable to his Prixce 
and Country, if any occaſion be; the 
other will teach him how to gvard and 
defend himſelf: nevertheleſs I would not 
have thee ſuffer thy 5zll in that which.

Indeed he that Travels 
with 77:t in his head as well as money 1n 
his Purſe, makes the whoſe World his 
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Library, and all men therein his Books: 
but fil nor up thy Table-Book with t#ri- 
vial ſlight Obſervations, for that will 
call thy judgement and diſcretion 10 que- 
ſtion; as it did Tom. Coryats of Odcomb, 
who gives us an account where he mzade 
water when he was in 7taly, what the 
mending of his Stockings colt him there, 
and how he hardly-eſcaped the loſing of 
his Teſticles, with a thouſand of as mean 
occurrences, as theſe. Let thine obſer- 
vations in thy Travels be weighty and 
material; obſerve the humonurs and cons 
ditions of thoſe Nations amongſt whom 
thou ſhalt come; their Cuſtoms, Cere- 
710vies and Religion, that ſeeing tht ir 
T1dolatry, thou mayeſt the more firmly 
{tick to thine own Religion, which thou 
coſt proſeſſ. Next take notice of their 
Churches and Oratories, and. whatſoever 
Is zotable in them, their Government, 
Laws, Judicatures, and Proceedings, a- 
gainſt MalefaZors with their dealings in 
matters of Traffick and Commerce, their 
Caſtles, Magazines, and Diſcipline 10 IWF;

for by theſe thou ſhalt the better acquaint

nally zote the Yirtues of the people and 
imitate them; their Yices and Vanities 
likewiſe, but to avoid and abhor them. 
There are many young Sparks that tra- 
vel abroad, .who leave the Eneliſh Gen- 
tleman they carried out with them, and 
bring home again nothing, unleſs it be

taking a dye cognizance of thoſe things 
which are of ſuch worth and rem.zrk as 
might exrich their judgments and under- 
flandings. Doubtleſs it cannot be worth 
.a mans coſt , pains, and perils to go ſo 
far c as ſome do) only to learn a mew 
Mode or a new Oath, a politick ſhrug, or- 
a mimical cringe, or a little Gibberiſh 
prozounced with an agly Face : If this be 
ell, it were better for my young Gal- 
lant to be chained at home in the chim- 
ney corner, hike a Monkey, than to re- 
tuin ſuch an Ape. 

Wuerefore, if thou intendelt to tra- 
vel, and to avoid theſe Rocks upon 
which others have daſht themſelves to 
pieces, take along with thee a grave and 
22iſe Companion or Tutor, who by his 
own former Travels hath acquainted 
himſelf with the things forementioned :

ing to his HolineſT 5 who was then by 
birth an Engliſhman : who, upon his 
commendatory Letters, the wore to ſhew 
honour and reſpet due to the merits of 
the Gentleman, went himfelf in perſon to 
{hew-him the Yatican; where after-ma- 
ny Diſcourſes, and the turning over 
of many Books, he took him atide in- 
to one of the criel Windows and con- 
zured him to tel! him ;»genjonſly his 
| thoughts 
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thoughts. of the Pope; aſſuring him with 
many deep promiſes and. proteſtations, 
that he ſhould not be prejudiced by. it 
in the leaſt; whereupon the Gentleman 
freely told him, that he thought the Pope 
to be a great Wen , growing in the Nape 
of the Churches neck,, which .ſome fooliſh 
people miſtook to be the head of it.

| there commonly moſt diſeaſes exter ; and 
more graves are made with mens teeth 
than their haxds, and the Knife kills 
more than the $Sword, When thou art 
invited to an extraordinary etertain- 
ment, that thou mayeſt not be #exzpred 
to exceed the bounds of temperance, and 
ſobriety, Carve or Diſcourſe; he who 
Carves is kind to two, he that Diſcourſes 
1s kind to all.

Mach 
leſs make any one though never ſo much 
below thy (elf, juſtly thy Enemy; re- 
membring that Fleas can bite as well as 
Lions, and that Bees can ſting as well 
as Serpents. Pitch thy Behaviour low, 
thy Proje@s high: Be humble to thy 8#- 
periours, gentle to thine Equals, affable 
to thine 7»ſeriours, courteous to all. Be 
not light to follow every mans opinion; 
like a young 8pazzel, that queſts at eve- 
ry Bird that riſes before him: Etiape 
ab errore facile diſtedere, levitatis eſs, 
ſaith Scaliger, to diſcede over eaſily, e- 
ven from an Erroxr, argues too much 
levity : yet would I not have thee per- 
verſly obſtinate in thy ow# courſes or 
opinions: it 1s the CharaGer of a Fool 
to abhor inſiruTion; hard Wax will ne- 
ver take any impreſſzon, and Wiſdone 
will never commit Bnrelary, to break in
